REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . These comments are made in addition to tine remarl<s in Applicant's specification 
and arguments, concerning the manner in which the invention distinguishes from the art 
discussed therein. The Examiner notes that the prior art does not disclose or suggest 
the claimed combination including particularly a coin mechanism for a vending machine 
having a support member, a channel member movably connected to the support 
member, a coin return actuator connected to the support member, an actuator 
configured to be actuated by the user and a product support member connected to the 
channel member, such that when the actuation member is actuated, said actuation 
member protruding through the first actuator opening in the support member thus 
pressing a coin disposed in the desired location against the channel member to displace 
the channel member relative to the support member to the second position. The prior 
art lacks this structure or anything equivalent to it.
